Discovery 
of the year 


Many of my fellow coaches said Oscar 
Crino would never make it as a top-line senior 
player when I signed him for Hellas from 
Hong Kong club Tung Sing. 

It’s quite fascinating therefore to hear them talk 
about Crino today in gushing superlatives. 


To me, and to most 
other lovers of football, 
Oscar Crino has been the 
discovery of the season. 


I say discovery not because 
he couldn't play previously — 
he was, after all, in the 198) 
national youth team — but be- 
cause this was his first season 
in senior, top-level league foot- 
ball, and he came through it 
with flying colors. 

He’s the type of footballer 
the public of today wants, for 
he has the ability and the skill 
to entertain. 

Other young players also de- 
serve credit — Suleiman 
Curovic of Footscray J.U.S.T., 
for example; Robbie Slater of 
St. George, Joe Mullen of Ad- 
elaide City, and Frank Farina 
of Canberra. 

But Oscar Crino stands a 
mile above any other player in 
his age bracket. 

I was most disappointed that 
he wasn't honored by selection 
to the national squad for the 
Merlion Cup in Singapore. 

As for established senior 
players, I'd say the best of 
them this year were Zarko Od- 
zakoy (Makedonia), Dez 
Marton (St. George), Phil 0’- 
Connor (Wollongong) and Joe 
Watson (Sydney Hakoah).

I also congratulate Peter 
Tredinnick (APIA) who won 
the Presto Smallgoods player 
of the year award in Sydney.

The main problem is fi- 
nance, and it would take some 
convincing to lure players to 
West Adelaide which was em- 
broiled in controversy 
throughout the season. 


First, Wally Bojezuk, who 
had joined West from Azzurri, 
rejoined Azzurri after an un- 
happy few months, and then 
Stewart Blair, also from Az- 
zurri, transferred to Adelaide 
City without playing a single 
NSL match with West.

Later the club suspended 
Paul Wormley afd Mick Bren- 
nan who had clashed with 
some spectators.

Wormley had been sacked. 
The Englishman was followed 
soon after by coach Alan Vest 
who met with the committee. 
Both parties decided a split 
was desirable, and so Vest was 
replaced by Peter Koulizos. 


With Vest gone, Brennan 
and: Bill Amey, another Vest 
signing, also found themselves 
on the outer. 


So what began as a promis- 
ing season for West ended in 
disappointment. 


West actually led the league 
for two weeks — rounds four 








and five — and were second on 
goal difference for three other 
weeks.

Diplomacy 
lacking 


Never famous for being a 
great diplomat, ASF president 
Sir Arthur George took the op- 
portunity to display his lack of 
tact once again at the ‘Sdyney 
Daily’ Mirror-Presto Small- 
goods 1983 Soccer Superstar 
presentation dinner the other 
night. 

In his usual monologue on 
such occasions, which he pre- 
sumably undertakes to moti- 
vate the “troops”’ and explain 
away the latest shortcomings 
in his administration, he paint- 
ed a picture of growth, devel- 
opment and public recognition 
for soccer. ° 

Quite inspiring, except that 
we have heard it so often be- 
fore, without very much being 
achieved in the development 
areas targeted at regular 
intervals by Sir Arthur and 
the ASF's rather transient 
mob of expert consultants. 

He did venture the comment 
that the time has arrived for 
many of the old faces in soc- 
cer’s administration to fade 
from the scene — himself not 
included, of course, as he 
openly stated. 

Then he pointed out with 
glowing pride that Les Scheinf- 
lug is the first “non-political” 
appointment to the national 
coaching job 

Wonder what Rale Rasic 
and Jimmv Shoulder, who 
were present at the function, 
and “Uncle Joe” Viasits and 
Tiko Jelisavcic, who weren’t 
would think about that 

Then, for good measure, the 
irrepressible tycoon explained 
that occasions such as the 
Presto dinner are excellent op- 
portunities for those at the top, 
such as a President of the 
Soccer Federation, to com- 
municate with those on ‘‘the 
ground floor” 


Rats! Here I was thinking 
that i may have climbed up to 
the mezzanine, at least. 


Rules and 
referees 


Ruminating over the dis- 
gusting incident which put 
Diego Maradona out of foot- 
ball for months, I spent some 
time trying to work out what, 
if anything, can be done to put 
a stop to the careers of the 
“butchers” in our sport. 

I might say here that the 
NSL is fortunately pretty 
clean in this respect. 


However, it is a fact of Aus- 
tralian life that the latest 
‘“fashions’’ overseas, sooner 
or later reach our shores. 


And players, past and 
present, are starting to speak 
up 

The legendary Pele bluntly 
stated on French TV recently 
that “the growth of brutality 
in soccer can only be reversed 
by some rule changes”. 


Hungary’s Torocsik, after 
an injury which put him out for 
months, expressed his amaze- 
ment that ‘‘another profes- 
sional player would set out to 
deliberately cripple me, when 
he knows that this is my liveli- 
hood and I would want to con- 
tinue for at least a few more 
years.” 


He went beyond that simple 
statement, though, by saying 
he can't understand how refer- 
ees can allow such incidents to 
happen and go unpunished. 


And this is the crux of the 
matter 


If the cancerous spread of 
deliberate attempts at mai- 
ming is not to take hold in 
Australia, our referees must, 
as a body, determine now that 
rough and unruly behaviour of 
a kind which could cause 
injury is to be punished im-

Metro has new name 





The structure and adminis- 
tration of the Victorian Soccer 
Federation is set for sweeping 
changes in the 1985 season, as 
a result of last Thursday night’s 
annual general meeting. 


In what VSF secretary George Wallace said 
was a “remarkable show of unanimity,’' the 
club delegates voted to give the Victorian NSL 
clubs voting rights equivalent to half the com- 
bined total votes of the Metropolitan League 
clubs. , 


The National League clubs also gained two 
seats on the VSF board of management at the 
State League clubs’ expense, making the new 
structure of the board: two NSL delegates, 
four State League, two Metropolitan, one inde- 
pendent, and a chairman, 


The Metropolitan League moved to have its 
representation on the board increased to three 
members, but the motion, put forward by Nu- 
nawading City, Waverley City, Mooroolbark 

‘and St. Albans, was defeated.

However, the Metropolitan League succeed- 
ed in getting its name changed to the Victor- 
ian League for 1985. 


Under the VSF's constitution, resolutions 
passed at the AGM come into force after the 
following year's AGM, meaning that the board 
for next year will be the same as for this year, 
but probably the National League clubs will be 
allowed two observers at board meetings. 


The VSF now awaits the decision of the NSL 
screening committee, to be announced on No- 
vember 5, as to the four clubs selected to play 
in the Southern Division. 


When they are known, the VSF’s own selec- 
tion committee will set about promoting four 
other clubs to the State League, and there will 
be a general reshuffle right through the eight 
divisions of the Metro and Provisional Legues.

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Cannibalism rife 
- among _coaches 


We do have some 
problems in soccer. 
Many of them are 
self-inflicted. 

One is the apparent total 
lack of ethics among the so- 
called coaching fraternity. 

Like vultures gliding over’ 
likely victims in the jungle, 
some coaches begin their posi- 
tioning for the new season 
around this time of the year. 

They often are seen at the 
matches of teams struggling, 
neatly dressed, alert and with 
that available look on their 
faces greeting, solicitously, 
various officials as if to say: 

“I am around, I’m keen, 
make me an offer —I can turn 
this mob into a Bayern Munich 
in three months.” 

Even worse are those who 
brashly contact clubs offering 
their services for next season 
— to clubs who still have a 
coach 

Doug Collins, Marconi’s su- 
premo, is bitter about the 
scramble that was going on, 
behind his back, for his post. 

“I know of at least three 
coaches who applied for my 


job — and I was still the Mar- 


coni coach. One of the appli- 
cants coaches another Sydney 


NSL Club, yet he had the cheek

“And they did this when 
they Knew that Marconi was 
still in the Cup and we had to 
concentrate on football. 

“T would never apply for a 
position when a man is still in 
charge. But here, in Australia, 
anything poes.”’

“Weeks before I got the 
sack, I heard rumors that 
South Melbourne was negotia- 
ting with Len McKendry. 

“IT wouldn't believe it; I said 
it’s just idle Greek gossip. 
Then it happened: they fired 
me and Len was appointed, 
under strong pressure from 
some players.”’ 

Oddly enough, Les Scheinf- 
lug waS named as the next 
Marconi coach — with one 
round to go. 

The oddity lies in the fact 
that Les is still the fulltime 
national coach and won't know 
for sure whether the ASF will 
retain him or not, until No- 
vember 5. 


If they do — will Marconi 
recall Collins? 

Scheinflug did very well 
with Marconi during his last 
stint there: in 1980 they even 
won the National (Philips) 
Cup.

Mazzei’s job may be in 
jeopardy, but when asked 
whether he felt insecure, he 
said: “I don’t think so.

Players’ wages will have to be cut by half.

Denys has amassed 156 appearances in seven years be- 
tween the sticks for Ajax and has overtaken last year's leader, 
Ken Murphy, by 19 appearances. 

Murphy had established a unique record, missing only one 
match in Croatia’s first six seasons in the State League before 
moving on to South Melbourne Hellas this season. 

Denys has missed six games in seven seasons including one 
this year, against George Cross through injury 

His record may stand for only one season however as one of his 
closest challengers, Peter Donaldson, is expected to make a 
return to the State League next year with Broadmeadows. 

Donaldson has 133 appearances to his credit with three clubs 
— Ajax, Sunshine and Juventus — but missed out on adding any 
this season through his move to the First Division. 

Denys is.pot expected to add to his total as he is likely to be in 
the Ajax team which will be promoted to the National League. 

A number of other leading players in the overall appearances 
tally will move with him into the NSL next season. 

Among those within reach of Denys are teammate Willie Vas-
